Nixon votos bill, too much 
ot wrong timo 


WASHINGTON 
(UPI) - President 
Nixon 
told Congress today he vetoed 
a $19.7 billion money bill for health 
and education because it contained ex­ 
cessive increases in a time of “ serious 
inflationary pressures.” 


In a seven-page message to Congress 
outlining his reasons for vetoing the bill 
Monday night, Nixon said $1.3 billion 
added to his budget requests was large­ 
ly for low priority programs which be­ 
cause of the lateness in the fiscal year 
“ cannot be used effectively in many 
cases.” 
Nixon also objected to the fact that he 
said 90 per cent of the increases were for 
mandatory programs over which the exe­ 


cutive branch had “noi discretion what­ 
ever.” 
The bill, covering appropriations for 
the Labor Department and the Depart­ 
ment of Health, Education and Welfare, 
is for the fiscal year that began last 
July 1 and ends on June 30. 


»-Nixon said the $1.3 billion addition to 
his request was “the largest increase 
over my budget recommendations of an\ 
appropriations bill for 1970.” 


As Democratic leaders 
in Congress 
made plans to try to override the veto, 
Nixon suggested as a compromise that 
lawmakers remove from the bill a re­ 
quirement that all grant funds be spent. 


This, he said, would leave it to the execu­ 
tive branch to spend amounts that could 
reasonably 
go into meaningful 
pro­ 
grams. 
In his message, Nixon said he fav­ 
ored a specific “no hardship clause” 
which would guarantee that no school dis­ 
trict, as a result of a cutback in fed­ 
eral funds, would be forced into a school 
budget of less than 95 per cent of what 
it had in 1969. 
The message to the House and Senate 
was a followup to a speech to the Amer­ 
ican people Monday night on radio and 
television during which Nixon signed the 
veto message, saying the bill contained 
too much 
money 
at 
the wrong time 
for the wrong things. 


As he did today, Nixon called it infla­ 
tionary. 
.... 
In the message today he said the bill 
does “not target the scarce resources 
of the federal government in ways I can 
accept in this period of budget string­ 
ency.” 
Congressional 
action seeking to ov­ 
erride the President begins Wednesday, 
with no one certain 
of the outcome of 
the 
test of the first major presiden­ 
tial veto in almost a decade. 


Mansfield 
said that Nixon “faced up 
to his responsibilities,” but added: “We 
already have faced up to our resonsi- 
bilities and we will again.” 
Administration 
forces were banking 


primarily 
on the House to sustain the 
veto. Senate GOP Leader Hugh Scott 
said 125 
to 
130 
House Republicans 
were 
ready to vote with the President. 
A maximum of 145 is needed to block 
the 
two-thirds vote necessary to over­ 
ride. 
Nixon said the goals of the bill were 
not at issue, but government spending 
was. He called the measure “the wrong 
amount for the wrong purpose at the 
wrong time.” 
Democrats 
disagreed. 
The Demo­ 
cratic National Committee said Con­ 
gress had already cut enough from oth­ 
er Nixon budget 
requests 
to justify 
increasing the education bill Congress 
chopped 
$5 billion from the $74.9 bil­ 


lion defense spending request —including 
$1.2 
billion from the 
$20.7 billion 
weapons spending measure. 


Republicans 
predicted 
Congress 
would sustain the veto. Democrats were 
more guarded. 
The House will vote Wednesday. If it 
does not vote to override, there will be 
no Senate vote. A two thirds vote in 
each House is needed to overturn the veto. 


The last major veto was by Presi­ 
dent Dwight D. 
Eisenhower 
who on 
June 30, 1969, rejected as inequitable 
a bill to raise the pay of 1.5 million fed­ 
eral 
employes by $750 million a year. 
Both the House and Senate voted to over­ 
ride that veto the next day.

President Nixon’s 
action in vetoing 
the $19.7 billion 
omnibus appropria­ 
tion bill last night 
staggered the local 
school scene. 
Lompoc Unified School District stands 
to lose $811,000 or one-third of the total 
federal 
school aid monies immediate­ 
ly. 
(Or half of that amount if a com­ 
promise bill promised by Nixon is final­ 
ly approved.) 
School officials said the money had al­ 
ready been committed and that the loss 
of the money — either the total $811,000 
or the lesser amount — would force a re- 
evaluation of the school financial picture. 
In the hours following Nixon’s 
ac­ 
tion, Congressman Charles Teague who 
voted for the omnibus bill, reportedly 
left Washington by plane for Santa Bar­ 
bara. Thus he would be absent when 
Congress voted on a motion to override 
the veto. 
Teague was scheduled to address the 
Get Oil Out (GOO) Committee tomor­ 
row in Santa Barbara on the first an­ 
niversary of the Santa Barbara Channel 
oil spill. An aide 
said the congress­ 
man 
could not sidestep the obligation 
to speak. 
School Supt. Glen Wegner castigated 
Teague this morning for his action in 
leaving Washington at a time when his 
vote would be needed to override the 
presidential veto. 
In a telegram to Teague this morn- 
ing, Wegner said: “ It has been reported 
that when faced with critical issues, you 
would find it convenient to absent your­ 
self from voting (Ed. note: on the over­ 
ride). I debated this statement. 
“ Truly sorry to find that I was wrong. 
I urge you to return to Washington and 
fulfill your responsibilities to your con­ 
stituents immediately.” 
Earlier Wegner confronted Teague 


on the telephone urging the congress­ 
man to reevaluate his decision to leave 
before the 
override vote was taken. 
Teague terminated the conversation by 
hanging up the receiver, 
according to 
Wegner. “ He 
got mad and hung upon 
me,” Wegner said. 
The $811,000 
represents school aid 
monies for military or defense - con­ 
nected students who live outside the boun­ 
daries of Yandenberg Air Force Base, 
under the federal impacted school aid 
prrogram. School aid monies for students 
who live on base are not affected, 
affected. 
The impacted monies are intended to 
offset the fact that 
local taxing enti­ 
ties get no taxes 
from military or de­ 
fense installations yet have military or 
defense - connected 
children to edu­ 
cate. 
Local school officials have argued 
that the total monies received under the 
program including the $811,000 pay for 
only about three-quarters of what it costs 
to educate a child. 
Wegner 
said the loss of the $811,000 
would force a cutback of school person­ 
nel and possibly a cutback in school 
program. The full impact of the losses 
of revenues will not be clearly known 
until the school staff completes work on 
the 1970-1971 fiscal budget, Wegner said. 
Teague has consistently voted in fav­ 
or of the philosophy and spirit 
of the 
impacted school aid program, accord­ 
ing to Wegner. 
In fact, Teague has 
championed the program, Wegner added. 
It would take a $1.42 additional tax 
override to finance the current school 
program, 
with the loss of the $811,000 
or half of that override if Nixon’s com­ 
promise bill goes 
through at 
an ap­ 
proximate 
$400,000 
level, according 
to Joe Carlin, school business official.

SACRAMENTO 
(UPI) - California 
marks the first anniversary of the San­ 
ta Barbara oil blowout Wednesday hope­ 
ful it has done enough to prevent a 
similar spill on state - owned land and 
still struggling to convince the fed­ 
eral government it should do more. 
The state Lands Commission continues 
in effect a moratorium against the grant­ 
ing of any new drilling leases on state 
property that it invoked a month after 
the channel eruption.

Rocket tester to be 


launched from 
VAFB 


A spacecraft to test operation of an 
electric rocket engine In orbit will be 
launched from Vandenberg Air Force 
Base into earth orbit no earlier than 
Jan. 29, it was announced today. 
The three thrusters are two electron 
bombardment ion engines. Ion engines, 
one of several types of electric thrus­ 
ters, may be used in the future to posi­ 
tion earth - orbiting spacecraft or to 
propel spacecraft to distant planets. 
Called SERT 2, the operation for a 
period of six months or longer will 
be a milestone in the advancement of 
electric propulsion. 
Ion engines produce tiny amounts of 
thrust but are potentially more efficient 
fn space than either chemical or nuclear 
rocket engines. 
The SERT program is managed by 
NASA's office of Advanced Research 
and Technology. 
The spacecraft will be launched by a 
Thorad-Aflrena-D booster.

At the same time it was revealed 
that the project will take longer than 
originally thought. A prison source in­ 
dicated that a completion date of June 


to November 1971 now seemed likely. 
Originally prison sources had talked in 
terms of months or some time this year. 
Project plans revealed a week ago in­ 
clude the revamping of the old military 
barracks and the construction of a 32,- 
000 square feet industrial building for the 
fabrication of custom furniture by in­ 
mate labor. The barracks building has 
been vacant for about 10 years. 


There were no cost estimates on the 
construction of the industrial building, 
but funds for the expansion have already 
been budgeted by Congress. 
The expansion will enable the local 
federal prison facility to handle a wider 
range of prisoner, according to Warden 
Frank F. Kenton. Present medium se­ 
curity facilities house 1,160 inmates. 
The new facility will house carefully 
selected young and young adult prison­ 
ers. A fence will be built to enclose 
the barracks, but it will be to keep a 
curious public out more than to prevent 
escape, Kenton said.

hadn’t eaten in two weeks. His 
only drinking water had been sucked 
from 
fresh-fallen 
snow and captured 
in bags tied to trees. 
His first words after his rescue Mon­ 
day were an offer to pay hospital at­ 
tendants 
$50 for 
a chocolate milk 
shake and a barbecued beef sandwich. 
He got neither. 
Starr and Gene Ebell. 33, were found 
near the wreckage of their small plane 
which crashed 15 days ago in the Sier­ 
ra mother lode gold country. They were 
in fair condition today, suffering from 
malnutrition, 
frostbite and exposure. 
Their companion died in the plane he 
piloted. 
“ We had no food whatsoever —noth­ 
ing,” said Ebell, a Fresno insurance 
salesman and physical fitness buff. 
“ We drank snow and collected wat­ 
er by tying bags to trees and letting 
the water run down. We heard aircraft 
all the time, but they couldn’t see us. 
I just laid still and tried to keep warm. 
“ We talked about food, we talked about 
different things, we played cards.” 
Starr, of Fresno, was spotted first 
Monday by a rescue helicopter pilot. 
The pilot, George Wurzburg of Reno, 
Nev., decided to fly over the densely 
forested, 
rugged area because some­ 
body 
had seen 
a whisp of smoke in 
the 
snow-blanketed region the evening 
before. 
Wurzburg 
figured the crash 
victims may have been trying to start a 
signal fire. 


They weren’t, however, and origin 
of the smoke remains a mystery. 
“ I saw this young boy leaning against 
a dead tree waving his arm s,” the heli­ 
copter pilot recalled. “ I landed and he 
did everything but kiss me right on the 
lips.” 
The crash victim 
was identified as 
Donald Shaver, 35, of Fresno. 
Ebell. during a brief bedside news 
conference in Amador 
Hospital, was 
asked why 
he and Starr didn’t attempt 
to walk out of the mountains 
“ If you’ve ever 
been like that,” he 
explained slowly, “ when you’re just 
completely 
exhausted, it’s so awfully 
difficult even to move.” 
Ebell told how the light single-engine 
aircraft 
began icing up Jan. 11 on a 
trans-Sierra 
flight 
from 
Fresno to 
Elko, Nev. 
“ Before I knew it,” he said, “ We 
were in the trees. And then 1 woke up. 
All t remember is trying to get out of 
the plant.” 
Ebell said the pair gave up hope 
“ two or three tim es” and ” it 
was 
awfully cold.” Hospital attendants cred­ 
ited an unusual 
warm spell of winter 
Sierra weather for permitting the pair’s 
survival. Daytime tem peratures recent­ 
ly have reached into the 30s and 40s, in 
contrast to the 20s 
normally 
experi­ 
enced in the 7,000-foot region, approx­ 
imately 60 miles east of Sacramento. 
“ The weather had a lot 
to do with

Egyptian commandos 
destroy Israel base

Egyptian commandos slashed across 
the Sinai Peninsula to the borders of 
Israel today and destroyed “ most” of 
the installations and equipment at an 
Israeli 
army general headquarters, a 
military spokesman 
announced in Cai­ 
ro. 
The spokesman said the raid 120 
miles deep into the Sinai was the deep­ 
est 
raid since the 1967 war. It car­ 
ried to the town of Rafali, at the south­ 
ern edge of the occupied Gaza Strip 
and almost on the Israeli border. 
The spokesman said the Israeli head­ 
quarters “controlled all enemy forces in 
Sinai and Gaza and was one of the ene­ 
my's biggest centers for radio com­ 
munications and radar.” He said Egyp­ 
tian rockets took a heavy toll. 
UPI correspondent Ray Wilkinson re­ 
porting from Cairo said the commandos 
struck in the early hours today. 
“ Our commandos fired large numbers 
of rockets at the GHQ compound” at 
Rafali 
and 
the 
Sheikh 
Zuwaid area, 
“ destroying most of its 
equipment 
and installations and inflicting a large 
number 
of casualties 
on personnel 
there,” an Egyptian spokesman said. 
He said the commandos saw Israeli 
soldiers “trying to flee from the bom­ 


barded area” and that all the Egyptians 
returned 
safely 
from the raid, 
the 
fourth commando strike this year. 
Israel did not mention the raid im­ 
mediately but 
said 
its jets attacked 
Egyptian 
artillery and antiaircraft po­ 
sitions in the northern part of the Gulf 
of Suez for an hour today and that all 
planes returned safely to base.

Besides paying $25 billion a 
year to fight in South Vietnam, 
the United States is paying $1 
million a month taxes to Saigon 
according to government audi­ 
tors. 


The General Accounting Of­ 
fice (GAO) said in a report it is 
“ inappropriate” for the govern­ 
ment to spend “billions of 
dollars annually” for defense of 


Vietnam and elsewhere, and 
then pay foreign taxes. 


In a sample audit covering 24 
months, the GAO found $28 
million in property taxes was 
paid by the Defense Depart­ 
ment and other agencies to 
South 
Vietnamese 
landlords 
who included their taxes in 
rental 
charges 
for 
leasing 
facilities to the U.S. govern­ 
ment. 


In the Vietnam review, the 


auditors said during this 24- 
month period defense agencies 
paid $55.6 million in rent. 
Property, license, and income 
taxes included in the 
rent 
ranged up to 62 per cent of the 
total leases. The indirect tax 
bill was between $28 million 
and $34 million, the auditors 
figured.

said he had forgotten 
about a speech he made in 1948

Georgia 
political 
campaign saying he believed in 
white supremacy. Reporters in 
Florida and Georgia dug up the 
speech last week from old news 
accounts. 
“ I really was a little bit 
aghast 
I had made such a 
statement,” he said. “ I had to 
see it to believe I made it.” 


He said he was not trying to 
deny he made the speech but 
told senators: “ I am not racist. 
I 
have 
no 
notion 
—open, 
secretive or otherwise — of 
racial superiority.0 
Carswell also denied he ever 
was an officer or a director in 
any country club. Civil rights 
groups have charged Carswell 
was a director of a group that 
turned a golf club in Tallahas­ 
see, Fia., into a private course 
to avoid integration. 
He said that in 1956 he made 
a $100 contribution to rebuild a 
rundown golf club house and 
was given one share of stock in 
return, but resigned from the 
club a short time later and was 
refunded $75.

Count-out em broidery is the finest 
cross 
stitch. 
The exquisite designs 
and subtle color shadings are best done 
by this method on even weave m aterial. 
This is because it is not possible to 
print the finer designs on proper m ater­ 
ials with sufficient accuracy. 
Designs are not traced on the m ater­ 
ial but are shown on a paper chart, 
usually enlarged. The chart is divided 
by lines in small squares, each square 
representing a cross stitch. Colors are 
indicated by code. 
Also described by the speaker was the 
Danish 
custom of cross stitch C hrist­ 
mas calendars for children. These are 
hung in the home the first day of De­ 
cem ber, and hold sm all packages to be 
opened one each day until Dec. 25.

It's Touch and Go

NEW YORK (UPI)-Q uarter- 
back T erry Bradshaw, the rifle- 
arm ed “ Blond Bomber” from 
Louisiana Tech, was selected 
by 
the 
Pittsburgh 
Steelers 
today as the No. 1 choice in pro 
football’s 
annual 
draft 
of 
college players. 
Bradshaw, a ruggedly built, 
6-foot, 3-inch, 215-pounder, is 
labelled 
“ the 
best 
college 
p asser since Joe Namath” and 
“ a 
Joe 
Namath 
with 
good 
legs,” by many college scouts. 
Blessed with a powerful arm , 
Bradshaw, a form er national 
scholastic javelin record hol­ 
der, finished third among small 
college quarterbacks in total 
offense this year with 2,484 
yards. He completed 136 of 248 
passes, a .548 percentage, for 
2,314 yards and 14 touchdowns. 
As a junior, he passed for 22 
touchdowns. 
The Steelers had first choice 
in 
the 
draft 
because 
they 
finished last among pro football 
team s with a 1-13 record and 


because they won a coin flip 
with the Chicago B ears. 
Chicago traded its choice to 
the Green Bay P ackers, who 
selected Mike McCoy, the 6- 
foot, 
5-inch, 
280-pound 
All- 
A m erica defensive tackle from 
Notre Dame. McCoy, one of the 
b est 
linemen 
developed 
at 
Notre Dame in years, has great 
lateral pursuit and movement. 
He is known as a rugged 
tackier and his only weakness 
may be in pass rushing. 
Cleveland took Mike Phipps, 
the 
latest 
in 
a 
line 
of 
outstanding passers developed 
at Purdue. Phipps, a 6-3, 206 
pounder who broke most of the 
school 
records 
set by Len 
Dawson and Bob G riese, was 
fourth in total offense and 10th 
in passing. Phipps, the runner- 
up in balloting for the Heisman 
Trophy, completed 169 of 321 
passes for 2,527 yards and 23 
touchdowns.

Phil Olsen, a 6-5, 250-pound

b ro th er M erlin sta rs for the Los 
Angeles Rams, has played both 
defensive tackle and end for 
Utah State. He’s considered one 
of the fastest lineman in the 
country. 


A1 Cowlings, a 6-3, 245-pound 
defensive end from Southern 
California, was selected by the 
Buffalo B ills. Cowlings, who 
earned All-Am erica honors was 
the key man in the T rojans’ 
strong defensive line. The Bills 
feel they may shift him to 
linebacker. 


The Philadelphia Eagles se­ 
lected Steve Zabel, a 6-4, 235- 
pound tight end from Oklaho­ 
ma. Zabel, considered a fine 
blocker, also played defensive 
end and offensive tackle for the 
Sooners. 
He underwent 
knee 
su rg ery last spring and was 


ham pered most of his senior 
year. 
Cincinnati took Mike Reid, 
the 6-3, 245-pound All-America 
defensive 
tackle 
from 
Penn 
State. Reid was the heart of the 
line for Penn State, which went 
undefeated in its last 30 games.

UCLA was an overwhelming 
choice for No. 1 for the fourth 
straight week Monday when it

The Bruins, 
who have lost only two games 
in 
four 
seasons, 
ran their 
season winning streak to 14 
through games of last Saturday 
with an 89-80 victory over UC 
Santa B arbara and a 115-77 rout 
of Wyoming. 
Kentucky, 
which 
defeated 
Louisiana State, 109-96, for its 
14th straight Saturday night, 
was a distant second with 302 
points. The W ildcats received 
six first-place votes, 26 second- 
place votes and one each for 
third and ninth. 
St. Bonaventure moved from 
fourth place to third in the new 
ratings but still was far behind 
with 250 points. The Bonnies, 
led 
by ¿1 1 , 270-pound Bob 
Lanier, have won 12 games in a 
row, including an 83-59 win over 
DePaul and a 62-49 triumph 
over Niagara last week. 
Jacksonville, which has won 
13 straight, was idle last week 
and rem ained in sixth place.

Commission has urged the Fed­ 
eral government “ immediately 
on an emergency b asis” to fund 
and organize its part of a study 
on the feasibility of a salinity 
control project at that location.

dows since Dec. 26. 
“ The California Horse Racing 
Board cannot idly stand by and 
observe this crisis, since the 
State of California is so deeply 
Involved,” 
Floor 
said at a 
meeting of the board. “ The 
present Interruption of racing 
emphasizes 
the 
tremendous 
economic loss to all partici­ 
pants.” 
Fluor’s first proposal was to 
ask the legislature to empower 
the board to continue racing 
during the period In which the 
opposing sides are negotiating, 
with the board acting as a 
trustee until a settlement was 
reached. 
If 
no 
agreement 
can 
be 
reached within a “ reasonable” 
tim e, the proposed legislation 
would allow the trusteeship to 
continue racing operations at 
all 
California 
tracks, 
the 
proposal added. 
“ The 
board 
regrets

stringent action” the resolution 
said, “but It feels that the 
proposed legislation is necessa­ 
ry in the public Interest.”

A New America 


An America that ; has abolished hunger; where every fam­ 
ily is provided the means to obtain a minimum income; 
where enormous progress has been made in providing better 
housing, faster transportation, improved health and superior 
education. 
An America that has checked inflation and waged a winning 
war against crime; an America that has made great strides 
in stopping the pollution of its air, cleaning up its water, 
opening up its parks and continuing to explore in space. 
Most important, an America at peace with all the nations 
of the world. 
It is an Impressive vision of “a new America" which 
President Richard Nixon presented in his first State of the 
Union 
address and the first of the new decade — an America 
we can achieve not at some distant day but by our 200th an­ 
niversary, only six years from now. 
It is the purpose of such annual messages to the Congress 
and the people to paint in bold but sketchy outlines the chief 
tasks and goals facing the nation as the President sees them. 
The specifics — the actual legislation and policies the admin­ 
istration feels necessary to tackle those tasks and reach 
those goals — come later in a series of more detailed mes­ 
sages on the budget, foreign affairs and the like. 


Then, as the saying goes, we get down to the nitty gritty — 
or the grim reality — of partisan politics, special - interest 
pressures, parliamentary maneuvering and delay; in short, 
the tortuous process of translating agreed - upon generalities 
into acceptable and workable individual laws. 
As the President gently chided his audience, two - score 
legislative proposals designed to implement a major part of 
“ an unprecedented advance in this nation’s approach to its 
problems and its opportunities" were sent to Congress last

year and still await enactment. He will submit a dozen more 
major programs in the course of this session. 
Not all of them have been or will be the wisest or most 
desirable programs that could be devised perhaps, but Con­ 
gress can continue to ignore tham or fail to substitute its own 
versions only at its peril, and the nation’s. 
For unless the so-called “Silent Majority" is more silent 
than anyone imagined, Richard Nixon has again accurately 
gauged the temper of America. 
It can still be moved by bold dreams, but the past decade 
has been a sobering, if not disillusioning, experience. 
The nation has found that its problems of poverty, of ur­ 
ban blight, of race, of mistreatment of the environment are 
not susceptible to easy and instant solutions. 
It has seen the greatest military power on earth unable to 
bring peace in even a “ m inor" war in one tiny cprner of the 
world. 
It has seen the very fundamentals of its national faith 
rejected by some of its youth and called into serious ques­ 
tion by others. 
It is weary of riot, revolt and unproductive dissent, and 
alarmed at the steady deterioration of the dollar with no 
great things to show for it. 
But far from cynicism or despair gripping the nation, a new 
mood of quiet determination seems to have come into being 
in the past year. If the President has not created this mood, 
he has recognized it. 
This is still the America of the proud past, with the unique 
capacity to make itself into the America of the proud future 
which the President envisions. 
As he said, our forefathers had the vision but not the means 
to achieve it. It must never be said that we were the first gen­ 
eration that had the means but not the vision.

Students from local Valley schools 
will participate in marine science cruis­ 
es aboard the Floating Marine Lab, on 
Feb. 9, March 18, April 22 and May 18. 
The lab Is opera­ 
ted by the Santa Bar­ 
bara underseas foun­ 
dation Inc. in an ar­ 
rangement with coun­ 
ty 
Schools. 
Ray 
Oakes, science con­ 
sultant 
for Lompoc 
Unified School Dis­ 
trict coordinates the 
program on the local 
level. Oakes is one 
of those unique young 
men who has taken hold of the world of 
science as though there might be a little 
bit yet to learn. 
Obviously there is a great deal to 
learn and it is the mission of Oakes 
and others like him to motivate young 
people to search for it. 
The interest in oceanography for that’s 
what the marine science cruises are 
all about comes at an important time in 
the lives of young students. 
Unfortunately the appeal for private 
donations to finance the costly floating 
lab has met with only lukewarm suc­ 
cess, according to Patrick McKeon, sec­ 
retary and general manager of the under­ 
seas foundation. The foundation is look­ 
ing for large donors, but they are not 
overlooking the value of mass member­ 
ship revenues from the man inthestreet. 
Students and teachers can become mem­ 
bers for 
$5 a year; contributing mem­ 


berships are $10; family memberships, 
$15; associate memberships, $25;andas- 
sociate fellow memberships, $50. 
There has probably been an escala­ 
tion in costs, but last year foundation 
officials estimated it would take about 
$65,000 to operate the floating lab for 
one year. That’s a small price to pay 
for a unique ocean - going marine sci­ 
ence experience for students of the tri­ 
county area. 
In addition to the knowledge that they 
are aiding the instruction of young stu­ 
dents in marine sciences, members also 
are able to attend a series of lectures 
free. 
The lectures will be held in the Pine 
Hall auditorium on the Brooks Rivieria 
Campus in Santa Barbara. On Feb. 3, 
7:30 p.m., Richard S. Lee will lecture 
and show slides and specimens on major 
types of fish. 
Henry Genthe will present a sim ilar 
program on plankton and on the prospect 
of getting food from the sea, at a foun­ 
dation meeting Feb. 10 in the same lo­ 
cation. 
Other lectures include one by Wil­ 
liam Jorgenson on the ocean environ­ 
ment on Feb. 17; and one by Dr. Nor­ 
man K. Sanders, Feb. 24 on pollution 
and the con servation crisis. 
Members get in free; non - members 
can attend the lectures simply by join­ 
ing the foundation. 
It would seem that the time is ripe 
for a lot of people to take hold of this 
project and make it their own. A mem­ 
bership will say a lot more about the 


desire of the donor to probe the myster­ 
ies of the oceans than any other rep­ 
resentation at this time. 
Incidentally the underseas foundation 
has the active support and encouragement 
of President Nixon, Congressman Char­ 
les Teague, Lee A. DuBridge, the p res­ 
ident’s science adviser, Gov. Ronald Rea­ 
gan, State Sen. Robert J. Lagomarsino, 
Assemblyman W. Don MacGillivray, to 
name a few of the most prominent. 
NOTEBOOK: 
There are rumbles that the county 
would like to acquire more land to ex­ 
pand Ken Adam Park on Lompoc - Cas- 
malia Road. It would be in an area 
presently controlled by the Sixth Army, 
owner of the FCI property.

Free enterprise 


American business is shattering a duty 
like a dropped egg. The duty is the articu- 
lation of American free enterprise funda­ 
mentals. And one thing is certain: if those 
who believe in free enterprise are not 
willing to defend it, those who don’t be­ 
lieve in it will take over 
An American Association of Advertis­ 
ing Agencies survey indicates that about 
nine out of 10 — 88 per cent —of the 
surveyed college stu­ 
dents say they’d pre­ 
fer careers in gov­ 
ernment, 
a profes­ 
sion, 
or academic 
life rather t h a n 
business. Behind the 
blindfolds of their ig­ 
norance, 
they see 
business 
“ removed 
from social and mor­ 
al affairs,” “ dull,” 
“ noncreative," etc. 
There 
are 68,000 ftill - time law stu­ 
dents in the country. Polls show that the 
majority disdain corporate law. They 
talk about the future opportunities in it 
as 
if a business 
life were somehow 
shameful and not a life worth living. 
For example, the 39 editors of the Har­ 
vard Law Review are considered the uni­ 
versity’s top and most - promising stu­ 
dents. At a recent symposium they sta­ 
ted that it is unlikely that a single one 
of them will enter business practice. 
Their expressed interest — all 39 — 
is in the legal aspects of poverty af­ 
fairs, pollution, consumer protection 
and social reform s — practically any­ 
thing except going into business. 
Yet this is a business country. Near­ 
ly everybody is in business one way 
or another. Every farm er is in business. 
The ranch hand, the banker, the factory 
worker are in business. The girl who 
types the letters, the man who fills 
the gas tank, the salesman who sells 
the goods, the airline crew that handles 
the jet — all are in business. Mill hand, 
pipe fitter, TV singer, melon picker and 
manager — they are in business. And 
everyone of us is sharing the benefits 
that have been produced. 
How does it happen that a mere 6 per 
cent of the world’s people — we Ameri­ 
cans — have been able to accumulate 
more of man’s needs than the other 94 
per cent put together, and that this 6 
per cent accounts for 33 per cent of the 
world's total production? 
Why is our purchasing power greater 
than that of all the people in Asia, Afri­ 
ca and Latin America combined? 
The extent to which we Americans dis­ 
tribute wealth —the useful physical things 
— among us is the marvel of the world. 
We distribute wealth better than any 
place in the world. How does it happen 
that two - thirds of all the inventions 
created in the world are credited to the 
United States? How is it that we have 
here the shortest working hours and the 
highest rate of pay in the world? 
From the viewpoint of the working­ 
man, the man or woman in a profes­ 
sion, or from any viewpoint, every 
score card comparing our country with 
other nations gives American free en­ 
terprise the championship ribbon. 
But what good does it do to have the 
system which brings the greatest good 
to the greatest number, unique in all 
the world, if the majority of the people 
in it do not know it? 
Nobody could be so insane as to claim 
that everything is right with our coun­ 
try and with the free enterprise system. 
However, everything in the world Is rela­ 
tive. And the detractors are so articu­ 
late and unopposed, and most business­ 
men so mute, that sometimes it sounds 
as if this country grew to be the great­ 
est nation on earth by doing everything 
wrong. 
As one result, even the free enter­ 
prise lable has the ring of a sinking 
ship. So many detractors are so busy 
kicking it around that to millions it 
hardly seems a desirable thing. 
On the other hand, and all personal 
or racial inequalities notwithstanding, 
the feature that distinguishesoursystem 
from others is FREEDOM OF OPPOR­ 
TUNITY. 
There is no security as great as the 
ability to qualify for 
a better job. 
Here you have the opportunity to get and 
fill a better job. Opportunity for a ca­ 
reer. Opportunity to go into business for 
yourself. Opportunity to improve your­ 


self and your family. Yet this system 
can survive only if we all clearly under­ 
stand it and speak for it. 
The American free enterprise system 
is really the OPPORTUNITY SYSTEM. 


And the sooner we begin thinking of it 
that way — and calling it that — the bet­ 
ter for everybody.
